Cotton Mills Needed in Ala- 
bama. 


The iron industries and kindred 
interests have attracted so much atten- 
tion in Alabama for several years, 
that the business men of that State 
have failed to appreciate the import- 
ance of cotton manufacturing. Al- 
though a great cotton-growing State, 
Alabama has only 30 mills, running 
90,834 spindles and 1,835 looms, 
while Georgia has 69 mills, 390,288 
spindles and 8,993 looms; North 
Carolina over 100 mills, about 275,000 
spindles and 4,000 looms, and South 
Carolina 34 mills, 225,000 spindles 
and 4,697 looms. In these last three 
States cotton manufacturing is now 
making rapid progress. A large 
number of new miills are under con- 
struction, old ones are being greatly 
enlarged and much new machinery 
added, while a dozen or more compa- 
nies are getting into shape for build- 
ing mills. Southern cotton mills are 
making excellent profits and the out- 
look is encouraging. One of the 
most noticeable features of cotton 
mill building in North Carolina is 
that no efforts are made to put up 
very large mills costing a quarter of 
a million dollars and upwards, but the 
tendency is now, as for some years, to 
build many small mills running 2,000 
to 5,000 spindles and costing from 
$50,000 up to double that amount 
and more. These mills, almost with- 
ouf exception, eopear to be enjoy- 
ing great prosperity. In one county 
there is about a dozen or so of them. 
They are not only making money for 
their owners, but they are furnishing 
profitable employment to thousands 
of hands that would otherwise be 
compelled to remain idle, and also 
creating a home demand for diversi- 
fied agricultural products. Alabama 
needs to build such mills. Instead of 
30 she ought to have at least 100 or 


more inoperation. They are needed 
and they will yield profitable return 
to their builders. re are thou- 
sands of women, young and old, in 
that State, as well as in every other 
Southern State, enduring great pover- 
ty because there is no work for 
them to do. If these States are 
to reach their full measure of pros- 
perity, there must be a_diversi- 
ty of industrial growth. Employ- 
ment must be created for those 
who are willing and anxious to work, 
but have no work to do, and this can 
in no way be done to better advan- 
tage and with more profitable results 
to the capitalist who invests his 
money, to the city where the mill is 
located, and to the many people 
thus furnished with employment, than 
by building cotton mills 

The iron industry of Alabama has 
reached a point where it will continue 
to attract attention and to increase in 
magnitude from year to year. Now 
let Birmingham and Anniston and 
Gadsden, Decatur, Montgomery and 
every other town in A a build 
more cotton mills. Build a big mill 
if you can, but if you can’t do that, 
build a small one. And this advice to 
Alabama might likewise be followed 
to great by the whole South. 
Not only build cotton mills, but build 
other enterprises that will diversify 
and increase employment for women 





as well as for men, 





The Sheet Anchor of Industry. 


It has long been evident to those 
who keep themselves fully informed 
of the changes of popular th ~ht 
in England, that the free-trades  ~ 
cates of that country would soon be 
compelled to commence instructing 
their own farmers in the beauties of 
their creed. A recent press dispatch 
from London corroborates this belief. 
It was as follows: 

There is very little doubt that the move- 
ment among the farmers in favor of pro- 
tection will give British politicians trouble 
before many years are over, Its growth is 
unmistakable. Farmers are at length doing 
what they have never done before. They 
are putting their own interests before the 
claims of party politics, and are declaring 
in large numbers that they will vote for no 
man, be he liberal or conservative, who does 
not promise his support to a duty on import- 
ed wheat. Protection is put before every- 
thing. The farmer coolly dismisses the 


ordinary means of relief to act as hard-|. 


pressed by competition. Suggest to him 
fair rents, the overhauling of the land sys- 
tem, the reform of local taxation, the aboli- 
tion or reduction of the income tax, the 
readjustment of railway rates, and he says 
that if all these things come together they 
would not substantially mend his fortune. 
The one thing that will save him—an 
absolute sheet anchor to an industry fast 
drifting to ruin—is the artificial raising of 
the price of his chief products. 

More than any other land Great 
Britain draws upon the whole world 
for food to supply her dense popula- 
tion. Her policy has been to obtain 
food at such low rates that the poorly 
paid workmen in her mills and fac- 
tories and the laborers in her mines 
could manage to live on their low 
wages. The less it cost to keep alive 
her tens of thousands of operatives 
the lower the cost of the products of 
their labor and the greater the chance 
of maintaining British supremacy in 
the world’s markets. The wealth of 
her great factory lords has accumula- 
ted, while her mechanics, artisans 
and day laborers have done well sim- 
ply to live. British statesmen heeded 
not the cry of the humble toilers. If 
they were in temporary distress, 
charity abounded ; if reduced to ab- 
solute want, there was the workhouse. 
What more could the masses ask ? 
But Parliament, in its zeal to promote 


manufactures and commerce, and the | i 


great capitalists and corporations, 
who in such matters dictated the 
government’s policy, have been too 
blind or toc careless of consequences 
to see that in their efforts tc reduce 
the cost of the commonest food 
staples to a minimum, they were 
striking heavy blows at the great 
agricultural interest. Were none but 
Hodge, the ditcher, and his class 


affected, it would not have mattered | i 


much in their estimation. Hodge is 
only a clod-pole, a human beast of 
burden, born to dig and delve, or to 
do service in the ranks of the army. 
When broken down by age and hard 
toil he can go on the parish. It has 
always been so, and your true Britain 
is a great stickler for precedents. 
But it is no longer Hodge who suffers. 
The country squires and the tenant 
farmers began some time ago to feel

sists upon protection as his sheet 
anchor. The British farmer is right. 
He pays his taxes and church rates 
loyally. He is a good citizen, and 
his candidates have told him, and his 
fathers before him, that he was the 
mainstay of the country. He in- 
tends to be heard, and when a British 
yeoman deliberately makes up his 
mind, it is useless to try to induce 
him to change it. _ His bull-dog 
tenacity has long been proverbial. 
The free traders of Great Britain 
have inadvertently furnished to 
American farmers an illustration of 
the evils of their system. It is a 
timely and wholesome lesson. The 
man who sought to see how cheaply 
he could feed his draught horse, got 
it reduced to one oat a day, and, 
while rejoicing over his sucess, “it up 
and died.” The whole race of 
British money-bags has been trying 
on a big scale the same sorry experi- 
ment. Not content with the low 
prices resulting from the free com- 
petition in its markets of all wheat- 
producing nations, they send to India, 
employ its labor at merely nominal 
wages, and thus destroy their home 
agriculturists, while they use the low 
price of food as an argument for re- 
ducing still lower the wages of their 
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actually selling at the prices that 
would be collected as duties upon the 
same class of foreign goods, and that 
we were exporting the same to Eng- 
land and selling them in competition 
with their home manufacturers. We 
are also selling American watches 
and clocks in Great Britain, many 
kinds of hardware, cutlery, tools and 
other manufactured goods. The 
protection that has built up the great 
.industries of this country and that is 
a continual incentive to the founding 
of new ones, hus also enabled our 
capitalists and skilled artisans to de- 
velop on a large scale many industries 
for the products of which this country 
was formerly dependent upon Europe. 
Since the tariff of 1861 was enacted this 
country has engaged in the manufac- 
ture of steel rails for railroads; has 
created immense silk mills and pot- 
teries, where the finest ceramic wares 
are made; has transferred the corset 
industry from Europe to the United 
States, and in numerous other ways 
has given employment to tens of 
thousands of poor people; while it 
has increased the average value of 
farm lands and greatly advanced the 
selling price of such perishable farm 
products as milk, butter, eggs, poul- 
try, garden vegetables, berries and 
other things that cannot be shipped 
with profit to distant markets. Wher- 
ever a factory of any kind is estab 
lished employing a considerable num- 
ber of men, they and their families 
become at once cash customers for all 
the farmer’s surplus, and as the num- 
bers so employed increase in any 
locality, the region from which their 
supplies are drawn widens in the same 
ratio. 

Atlanta, Birmingham, Chattanooga, 
Anniston and all the industrial centers 
that have sprung into activity in the 
last few years have made profitable 
what used to be the waste of the 
farms for many miles around them. 
As prosperous manufacturing in- 
creases at the South because of protec- 
tion, so in the same regular progres- 
sion will the profits of farmers 
throughout the country. 

Contrast the condition of American 
farmers to-day, whether South or 
North, with that of the British agri- 
culturist. On the one side, land en- 
hancing in value, the demand for 
crops of all kinds well sustained, the 
selling prices remunerative, while 
taxes are growing less; on the other 
side, where free trade is the rule, 
great depression in all agricultural in- 
terests, rich farmers becoming poor, 
the poor reduced to absolute beggary, 
and no signs of any improvement. 

The Southern farmer is besought 
by eloquent writers and speakers to 
follow the example of England and 
secure free trade. Surely, there is 
nothing sufficiently inviting in the 
present condition or future prospects 
of his brethern across the ocean to 
warrant his yielding to these urgent 
requests. The rather, listening to 
the cry of the British farmer, all of 
that occupation throughout America 
may well unite in insisting that pro- 
tection, which is the sheet anchor of 


their own and all other industries, | 


shall be perpetual. 


An Illustration of Southern 
Progress. 





Very many people who have not 
visited the prosperous towns of the 
South can hardly believe that the re- 
ports of their progress have not been 
somewhat exaggerated, while in truth 
their growth is even greater in many 
cases than has been reported. As illus- 
trating what one town has actually ac- 
complished, and that a town, that,while 
possessing great natural advantages, 
had been content to do nothing except 
boast of these advantages, we con- 
dense from the Times, of Tuskaloosa, 
Ala., the following points: Seven 
months ago, or on Jaunary tst, there 
was not the slightest sign of progress 
and only one house had been built 
during the entire preceding summer, 
and that was the only one of any size 
which had been erected in a number 
of years. At present there are either 
finished, in course of erection or un- 
der contract, nearly forty new build- 
ings, among them a fine three-story 
bank building, a four story hotel, be- 
sides many handsome residences. 
The removal of a number of old 
shanties and the erection of four hand 
some iron and glass front three story 
buildings in their stead, has been de- 
termined on by the owners, and work 
will commence as soon as the present 
tenants can be moved, which will be 
early in the fall. 

The street car line has been im- 
proved and extended and orders 
given for motors and cars fora new 
dummy line. The contract for build- 
ing a 100-ton furnace and 20 dwell- 
ings for the workmen has been let. 
Two large brick-yards and two saw 
mills have been started, and a planing 
mill, sash and door factory are short- 
ly to go up. Negotiations are pend- 
ing for building gas, electric light 
and water works, surveys for several 
new railroads are under progress, and 
contracts will soon be let for the con- 
struction of one or more of them. 
Fire brick clay, glass sand and a 
number of seams of fine coal have 
been discovered. Considering the 
absolute dearth of new enterprises or 
signs of progress in Tuskaloosa six 
or seven months ago, this is un- 
doubtedly a good showing. It is true 
that some other towns have made 
even greater progress, but Tuskaloosa 
has done well. 





SHEFFIELD has awarded the con- 
tract for building one part of a mag- 
nificent hotel. The plan contem- 
plates a $300,000 structure, but for 
the present only a portion, costing 
about $79,000, has been put under 
contract. This is a most excellent 
enterprise. Good hotels are the most 
pressing needs of Southern towns, 
and no better investment can be 
made by these great land companies 
than to build really first-class hotels, 
where travellers can find the comforts 
and luxuries to which they are accus- 
tomed in the North. Sheffield has 





taken a wise step, and the comple- 
tion of this building will mark a new 
era of development there. 





SOME weeks ago we urged upon 
the towns of the South the import- 
ance of making a fine display of their 
minerals and timber at the Piedmont 
Exhibition, and of getting up hand- 
some descriptive pamphlets to be dis- 
tributed to visitors. We are glad to 
see that Anniston is preparing to do 
this. According to an interview with 
Mr. F. M. Hight, the secretary and 
treasurer of the Woodstock Iron Co., 
as published in the Hor Blast, a mag- 
nificent display of minerals and tim- 
ber, and the products of Anniston’s 
industrial enterprises will be made at 
Atlanta. Cars made in Anniston and 
loaded with immense blocks of coal, 
ore and timber, car wheels and car 
axles from Noble Bros. works, cot- 
ton goods from Anniston’s big cotton 
mill, pig iron, steel blooms, cast- 
ings, &c., will be run directly 
into the Exhibition building. Such 
a display will undoubtedly attract wide 
attention. Moreover we are informed 
that a large numbes of fine pamphlets 
will be printed so that every visitor 
who becomes interested in Anniston’s 
display, can secure in handy printed 
form, just the information that he de- 
sires as to the town, its location, 
its climate, health, industries in 
operation, and those needed, &c. 
This is a wise move and should 
be imitated by other places. 
We believe that many thousands 
vf Northern visitors will be at 
Atlanta for the purpose of investigat- 
ing the advantages of the South, and 
they ought to find there a full display 
of the minerals, timber and agricul 
tural products of that section. Let 
other towns follow Anniston’s exam- 
ple. 








STREET car lines, drawn by dum- 
my steam engines, or “dummy lines,” 
as they are usually called, are getting 
to be the rage in the South. Every 
growing town seems disposed to 
adopt this method of travel in prefer- 
ence to the old time horse cars. It is 
one of the signs of the progressive 
character of the South that such an 
institution should so quickly be taken 
up. The value of such lines are un- 
questioned. The cars move with 
great rapidity, giving an air of life 
and enterprise to a town. By run- 
ning out into the suburban districts 
they greatly enhance the value of 
land and open it up to settlement. 
Among the many places now building 
or preparing to build dummy lines 
are Tuskaloosa and Bessemer, Ala., 
Rome, Ga., Knoxville and Nashville, 
Tenn., Fort Worth, Texas, etc. If the 
business men of the growing towns of 
the South want to make a good im- 
pression on strangers visiting their 
towns, they cannot do better than to 
provide dummy lines. 





Dr. Wo. E. Forest, secretary of 
the Decatur Land, Improvement & 
Furnace Co., writes us that contracts 
have been closed for the building at 
Decatur of $300,000 machine shops 
by the Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road. These shops, when completed, 
are to employ 500 hands, and work 
on them is to be commenced within 
60 days. 





COLUMBIA, TENN. 


A Growing and Prosperous City 
in the Blue-Grass Regions. 


Facts and Figures for Practical 
Minds. 


[Special correspondence Manuracturgrs’ Recorp.] 
COLUMBIA, TENNESSEE, August 4, 1887. 
Progress and advancement is the watch- 

word throughout the entire South. It isa 

progress represented by magnificent devel- 
opment in agriculture, in mining, in manu- 
facturing, in railroad building and in all 
that tends to the utilization of material re- 
sources by labor. In fact, the South is 
growing and gaining every day in almost 
every avenue of trade and commerce, 
slowly but surely learning that to reach the 
highest physical and intellectual develop- 
ment, to secure the greatest happiness to the 
greatest number, she must study the physical 
facts of existence and gain all the mastery 
possible over the material objects and forces 
with which nature has surrounded her, thus 
it becomes no longer a question of doubt as 
to the great position this favored portion of 
our country must eventually assure and 
maintain. In no section during my travels 
through the South have I seen this progress 
and development more manifest than in the 
thriving city of Columbia, so beautifully 
situated among hill and dell in the grand 
old commonwealth of Tennessee. 

THE CITY OF COLUMBIA, 

the county seat of Maury county, is situa- 

ted on the south bank of Duck river, very 

near the center of the county on the Deca- 
tur division of the main line of the Louisville 

Nashville &Great Southern Railroad 47 miles 

from Nashville, 232 from Louisville, 342 

from Cincinnati, 159 from Birmingham and 

254 from Montgomery, Alabama. There 

are but few cities in the South where nature 

has been so lavish in bestowing so many ad- 
vantages in the way Of situation as one finds 
in Columbia. Thecity rests upon a series of 
undulating hills composed of limestone, and 
nestles at the base of Mount Parnassas, 
whose summit towers over 200 feet above 
the city, affording a panoramic view of fer- 
tile valleys and hiils holding mineral wealth 

hardly to be computed. Columbia has a 

population of 6,000, including the suburbs. 

It is laid out with broad and regular streets 

crossing each other at right angles, and many 

of them luxuriantly shaded with maple and 
oaks. The city has fully fifteen miles of 
macadamized streets in good repair, and 
some of the finest public and private struc- 
tures in the State, showing a high idea of art 
on the part of their owners and projectors. 
This place at one time was the center of 
social culture, the higher arts and all the 
graces which adorn the heart and head, and 
was well known far and wide for the happy 
influences exerted upon a generation long 
since passed away, but which furtunately left 
its impress upon a generation now on the 
stage of action. 
EVIDENCES OF PROGRESS AND DEVELOPMENT. 
During my visit to this place it was my 
good fortune to see the city in all of her 
conditions, especially in respect to her com- 
mercial, manufacturing, and trade relations, 
and it wasa great matter of surprise to note the 
evident progress manifested on every hand. 
Her citizens believe in the go-ahead princi- 
ple and prefer the hum of machinery and 
the light of the blast furnace. Her people 
seized on the practical idea of making every- 
thing pay. They are confident that their 
prosperity is on a foundation as firm as her 
mountains of iron, and they are right in 
thinking so. Everybody in this place pulls 
together ; what is one man’s interest appears 
to be every man’s interest, and this great 
concert of action on the part of the whole 
people has left its impress for good. I might 
cite in lieu of the above remarks that as 
evidence of the progress of this city the fol- 
lowing new enterprises have been staxted 
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during the present year: A furniture factory, 
flooring mills, steam laundry, street railway, 
buggy factory and flour mills. There were 
also erected 14 handsome residences at a 
large cost, besides 50 cottages for working 
operatives. 
RAILWAY FACILITIES. 

As a railroad center Columbia is of con- 
siderable importance. The Louisville, Nash- 
ville & Great Southern is the principal road, 
running from Cincinnati to New Orleans, 
thus giving connections to any part of the 
country. The Duck River Valley Railway 
rans from Columbia in an easterly course 
through Marshall county, touching Lewis- 
burg, the county seat, into Lincoln county, 
having its terminus at Fayetteville, the 
county seat. At that place it connects with 
a branch of the Nashville, Chattanooga & 
St. Louis Railway. This road passes through 
a rich cedar and hickory country and gives 
Columbia direct connection with the coal 
fields of the Cumberland table lands. The 
Nashville & Florence Railroad extends from 
Columbia southwesterly through the coun- 
ties of Lawrence and Lewis to the towns of 
Florence and Sheffield, Ala. Here this 
road touches the Tennessee river where it is 
navigable the year around, and connects 
with the Memphis & Charleston Railroad. 
This railroad passes through very rich iron 
ore beds, and is projected into others still 
more valuable. These ores are within easy 
distance of Columbia, and may be brought 
here at a small cost for transportation and 
and mining. 

COMMERCIAL INTERESTS. 

A stranger coming to this place will be 
particularly gratified to notice the busy hum 
in the commercial line in the well-regulated, 
well-stocked business houses, standing out 
so prominently as the busy landmarks of this 
growing city. There are over 100 mercan- 
tile houses in Columbia, each of a thrifty, 
enterprising and prosperous nature, while 
several new houses are in contemplation in 
order to meet the exingencies of the times 
and the demand of trade. 

BANKING FACILITIES, 

Columbia is indebted to the progressive 
spirit of her wide-awake business men for 
the splendid banking advantages she enjoys, 
which have given hera financial prominence 
much to be envied. There are four banks 
in the city: The Bank of Columbia, capital 
$50,000, surplus $25,000, deposits $200,000 ; 
Second National Bank, capital $82,500, sur- 
plus $7,700, deposits $125,000; Columbia 
Banking Co., capital $100,000, surplus $20,- 
000, deposits $200,000. 

REPUTATION AS A STOCK MARKET. 

Columbia has a world-wide reputation as 
a stock market. From statistics, handed me 
by Col. McDowell, I learn that from Octo- 
ber 2, 1886,1o July 25, 1887, the following 
shipments and sales were made:

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Maury county is the mule producing sec- 
tion of this country, and this fine, service- 
able and indispensable stock has a reputa- 
tion well known to all farmers in the United 
States. 

MANUFACTURING ADVANTAGES, 

The conversion of a people from almost 
exclusively agricultural pursuits to a great 
variety of industrial occupations which con- 
tribute to the comfort of man in an infinite 
variety of ways, is of slow progress but of 
sure growth, The Southern man is realizing 
the fact that mechanical ingenuity must 
come where the material is, and where the 
raw material exists in the greatest abund- 
ance there will be the highest progress. 
The materials that hold the first rank in 
mechanical industries are more abundant 
and more accessible in the South than any- 
where else in the world, and for that reason 
there is much to hope for in material wealth 
and development. In no place is there a 
better chance to start manufacturing enter- 
prises than in Columbia, especially that of 


making pig iron, The ore is within 25 
miles; the coke within easy access by the 
Louisville, Nashville & Great Southern, and 
there is plenty of timber in this section for 
charcoal, Limestone is plentiful and labor 
cheap, and there is no reason why iron could 
not be made as cheap here as elsewhere. 

From carefully prepared statistics it is 
stated that Maury county raises nearly 9,000 
bales of cotton, and there is every reason to 
believe that this city could grow into much 
larger proportions as a site for cotton manu- 
factures. Cheap coal is to be had in abund- 
ance, transportation is cheap, and the rail- 
way facilities give outlets to any part of the 
country. The Columbia Cotton Mill Co., 
with a capital of $100,000, now operating 
100 looms, and the Laurel Hill Factory in 
Lawrence county, with 56 looms, paying 
yearly from 10 to 25 per cent, on the invest- 
ment, is proof conclusive that more manu- 
factories of this nature would pay well. 
Here is a chance for capitalists and investors. 
These are facts worthy of investigation. 

Columbia has now the following manufac- 
turing interests which pay well on the capi- 
tal invested: Three carriage factories, one 
chair factory, one pipe factory, one woolen 
mill, three flour mills, one having a capacity 
of 12,000 barrels annually; one large furni- 
ture factory and planing mill, grist mill and 
elevator, band saw and planing mill, cotton 
factory, pump factory and ice factory. 

With the natural advantages of timber, 
iron ore, cotton, sorghum, castor beans, 
good water, cheap coal and cheap transpor- 
tation, this certainly seems to be a favored 
spot for profitable manufacturing enter- 
prises. 

EDUCATIONAL ADVANTAGES. 

Columbia enjoys special privileges in the 
way of education. In this respect she is 
most fortunate, The graded schools under 
the superintendence of Prof. S. M. Arnell. 
assisted by a corps of able and experienced 
teachers, is a very important auxiliary in 
the way of educational advantages. The 
High School, A. C. Floyd, principal, is also 
another very important branch of learning. 
The public school system is a matter of 
great pride to the people of Columbia. The 
schools for both whites and blacks occupy im- 
posing buildings costing over $20,000. Co- 
lumbia, besides having a thorough public 
school system, has a male high school for 
advanced scholars, under Prof, R. D'S. Rob- 
ertson and Prof, Griffin. It has also two 
noted female colleges, the Columbia Fe- 
male Institute and the Columbia Athenzum, 
both of which draw their patronage from a 
number of States, and have an excellent 
corps of teachers. 

CHURCHES, 

Nearly every denomination is represented 
in this city, and the great care bestowed 
upon the grounds and enclosures of these 
temples of religious worship and the exqui- 
site architectural beauty in their construc- 
tion, give evidence of much culture, refine- 
ment, and religious thought and method on 
the part of the people. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS, 


The progress that has been made in the 
past few years in the public buildings of 
this city speaks volumes for the progressive 
spirit, pluck and energy of this people. 
The public buildings and business blocks 
are as imposing and as fine as will be seen 
in the State. The most prominent are the 
new Masonic block, Bethel House, Rains 
block, Dodson & Akin’s livery mammoth 
stable, Opera House block, and many 
splendid business blocks are being con- 
structed of brick or stone, The private 
residences bespeak taste and refinement, 
while the front yards show an esthetic cul- 
ture in the variety and profusion of choice 
flowers and graceful shrubbery. 

THE PRESS, 


The Maury Democrat and the Columbia 
Herald are able workers for the enlightenment 
and progress of this city, These papers are 





conducted with a view to internal improve- 





ments, to the upbuilding and making known 

of the great advantages of this section 

through which they circulate, and in this re- 

spect they cannot be too highly commended, 
WATER WORKS. 

This city has one of the finest systems of 
water works to be found in the South. 
They were erected in 1883 at a cost of $50,- 
ooo, under the superintendence of Mr. 
Travers Daniel, who has successfully erect- 
ed systems in various parts of the country. 
The works are on the natural gravitation 
plan, the reservoir being located on the 
summit of Mt. Parnassus, 203 feet above 
the Courthouse square and 300 feet above 
the pump on the bank of Duck river. The 
reservoir has a capacity of 2,000,000 gal- 
lons. The pumping engine, from the factory 
of the Geo, F. Blake Manufacturing Co., 
of Boston, Mass., was of 85 horse-power, 
with a condensing steam pump of a daily 
capacity of 1,153,000 gallons. This was 
found inadequate to the demand, and two 
new boilers made by Bigelow & Co., New 
Haven, Conn., 54x12 each, replaced the 
others. A new duplex compound condensing 
engine made by the Dean Steam Pump 
Company, of Holyoke, Mass., with a ca- 
pacity of 1,000,000 gallons every 24 hours is 
now used. The reservoirs are one mile 
from the pumping station, elevation 300 
feet and with a water pressure of 160 
pounds to the inch, The reservoirs are 
well built and have a capacity of 1,000,000 
gallons. Strict sanitary measures are well 
enforced regarding the preservation, cleanli- 
ness and watchful care of these great recep- 
tacles of water for drinking purposes. 

FIRE PROTECTION. 


There are about 7} miles of water main 
in the city of various sizes, affording every 
advantage for domestic or public use. There 
are 44 double nozzle fire-hydrants, each noz- 
zle throwing a stream 100 feet. This, with 
a first-class steam fire-engine, affords ample 
protection from fire. 

THE CLIMATE AND HEALTH. 

Columbia stands upon record as one of 
the most healthy cities in the South, the 
death rate being less than 6 in 1,000. An 
examination of the census report will show 
this one of the healthiest portions of the 
State. The mean annual temperature is 
about 60 per cent., and the annual rainfall 
50 inches for middle Tennessee. The 
climate is not subject to either great ex- 
tremes of heat or cold, and the maximum 
and minimum figures of the thermometer 
are of short duration. The constant degree 


‘| of humidity in the atmosphere, without 


which physicians say no city is healthy, is 
remarkable. The high elevation gives a 
dry, well-drained soil, and clear limestone 
water, uncontaminated with decaying animal 
and vegetable matter, which with pure air 
give advantages not usually enjoyed else- 
where. 
NATURAL ADVANTAGES OF COLUMBIA, 


In these days, when the practical man is 
in pursuit of practical information, the 
capitalist bent upon truthful knowledge as 
to the judicious outlay of his capital, and 
the settler desirous of facts as to the advan- 
tages and resources of the South, it is well to 
point out in minute detail all the favorable 
circumstances which different places present 
for the consideration of all such inquirers as 
above mentioned. 

In Columbia there is a great deal to at- 
tract—in the surroundings much food for re- 
flection. First of all, the essential requisites 
to physical vigor and pecuniary prosperity are 
abundantly supplied.

Potatoes will yield from 250 to 300 
bushels per acre, and two crops each year are 
raised on the same ground, For truck far- 
ing purposes there is no place in the State 
which offers more advantages in this 
productive line of business. Stock raising 
in this section is entitled to more than spe- 
cial mention as this feature has served to 
spread the reputation of Maury county 
throughout the entire length and breadth of 
the land, one party alone, Col. Ridley, having 
sold last year $50,000 worth of mules. 

With a climate unsurpassed, with a soil 
capable of wonderful production, and with 
markets accessible by railroads this section 
of the State offers great inducements to 
thoughtful people throughout the Eastern 
and Northern States, and for that matter to 
all people who are looking around for cheap 
homes. in a State possessing many natural 
advantages and in the line of continued 

INDUSTRIES THAT WOULD PAY. 

It requires no special foresight to see what 
are the essential needs of a place like Co- 
lumbia, so advantageously situated and pos- 
sessing so many natural elements of produc- 
tive wealth, and it is a manifest wonder why 
capital has not asserted itself in the main- 
tenance and profitable inanguration of the 
following industries which would pay at the 
start. 

Here is a splendid field for the establish- 
ment of a canning factory for small fruits 
and vegetables. A farming implement fec- 
tory would pay from its inception, as bere 
is to be found all the valuable timber 
needed, and besides this great advantage, 
there is a good territory to sell such imple- 
ments within a radius of 100 miles after they 
are manufactured. A tannery would bea 
profitable indestry; no place offers more 
natural advantages for the establishment of 
such an enterprise than this, the wood, water 
power, and the raw material are to be found 
im great abundance at the very doors. A 
foundry for the manufacture of all kinds of 
farming implements could not help but be suc- 
cessful and be made to pay from thebeginning. 
Bucket and broom factories could be sus- 
tained and well supp ted, while the articles 
of manufacture find a ready sale in the home 
market near by.

The Midland Railroad beginning at Mem- 
phis, Tenn., and running across the State of 
Virginia line, will be a most important factor 
in the development of this place, inasmuch 
as the main line will in all human prob- 
ability be compelled to run through Colum- 
bia. The change of the Duck river road 
from a narrow gauge, running from Colum- 
bia to Fayetteville, a distance of 40 miles, 
and there connecting with the N. C. & 
St. Louis Railroad, will also be another ele- 
ment of prosperity to the city, inasmuch as 
it will have a tendency to cheapen fuel and 
bring iron to the very doors of the manufac- 
turer. The extension of the Columbia & 
Florence Railroad, running from this place 
te Sheffield, Ala., will greatly facilitate the 
iron and manufacturing industry of Colum- 
bia, as this road penetrates some of the best 
timbered lands and the richest mineral de- 
posits in the two States. 

From Saint Joe, on this line of road, a 
branch is now being built to the celebrated 
Tucker and Wright iron ore banks, which 
will place Columbia in a position to com- 
pete with the world in all kinds of manufac- 
tories, small industries and workshops which 
will eventually come with these railway 
facilities. No class of citizens anywhere 
show more evident thrift and prosperity than 
these good people in this charming city of 
culture and refinement. Their watchword 
seems to be “Onward and Forward” in the 
march of industrial progress. 

The well arranged system of sewerage, 
the great attention paid to the laws of cor- 
rect living, and the wonderful attention 
given to the sanitary condition of the city, 
is positive evidence manifested on the part 
of the people that health is one of the 
cardinal virtues to be maintained and exer- 
cised in the building up of a city. 

For social prestige, intellectual worth and

Interesting Agricultural and 
Manufacturing Notes from 
Mississippi. 

[Special correspondence Manuracrursrs’ Recorp.] 

ABERDEEN, Miss , August 6, 1887. 

Wilkinson county participates in the great 
dairy “boom” in Mississippi by organizing a 
company for the erection of a creamery at 
Woodville. It will start with the product of 
250 cows, and expects to double the number 
of patrons soon after commencing operations. 

The Natchez, Jackson & Columbus road, 
running from Natchez to Jackson, has de- 
termined to commence widening their line 
to standard gauge at once. 

A movement is on foot looking to the con- 
struction of a railroad from Hattiesburg, the 
crossing of the Gulf & Ship Island and New 
Orleans & Northeastern Railroads, to Mobile. 

The steam compress at Natchez handled 
during the past season 26,000 bales of cot- 
ton, exceeding expectations for its first year 
by 11,000 bales. 

Greenville has commenced the construc- 
tion of water works and they will be pushed 
rapidly to completion. 

The corner-stone for a new Presbyterian 
church was laid at Yazoo City last week. 

Meridian has just completed a beautiful 
new Catholic church. 

The Vicksburg Gas Light Co. has just de- 
clared a semi-annual dividend of 2% per 
cent., notwithstanding the heavy expendi- 
tures on improvements recently made. 

The Lernard Saw Mill at Natchez is ship- 
ping a great deal of lumber up the Missis- 
sippi. 

Vicksburg is following the example of 
Aberdeen and Columbus in using gravel 
instead of stone upon her streets. 

There never was a time when the Yazoo 
delta counties did not make more cotton 
than could be picked if they escaped an 
overflow. 

In the delta and bottom counties of Mis- 
sissippi it is a common thing for the planters 
to “turn under” when preparing for planting 
what would be regarded as a good cotton 
crop in many parts of Alabama, Tennessee 
and Georgia. 

Many poor people from Georgia, South 
Carolina and Alabama who are emigrating 
to Texas make it a rule to start at sucha 
time as will bring them to the Mississippi 
bottoms in the harvest season. There they 
halt and find employment for themselves 
and families in picking cotton on shares, 








and earn enough frequently in a few weeks 





to enable them to make the first payments 
on their homes in the Southwest. In many 
instances they reach the bottoms without a 
dollar in money and leave there ‘‘well fixed.” 

No man who wanted to work for a living 
ever found the time when there was not a 
need for him in Mississippi. Our State can 
always offer a man who wants to work plenty 
of land, plenty of fuel, plenty of good water, 
a mule, provisions for himself and mule for 
the year, and a fair share of the crop he can 
make. This is, to say the least, a guarantee 
of a living, and no country under the sun 
can offer more. 

The rice crop in our State promises to be 
the heaviest on record. It is to a large ex- 
tent upland rice. The rice from the lower 
counties is chiefly marketed in New Orleans. 

The corn crop of Mississippi is made and 
there is no doubt but that it is the largest 
since the war. It places her in the category 
of “corn-surplus States,” where she belonged 
in ante bellum days. 

A million and a quarter of bales averaging 
500 pounds is a fair estimate for Mississippi 
on the present cotton crop. 

Dr. H. E. McKay, of Madisdn Station, 
Madison county, is known among horticul- 
turists as the ‘Strawberry King.” His straw- 
berry farm covers about 137 acres and is 
probably the largest “strawberry patch” in 
the world. He ships chiefly to Chicago and 
the Northwest, and it is understood that his 
net profits this year have been $12,000. 

A strawberry farmer in Madison county 
who put in 8 acres cleared over $1,000 on 
his venture the first year. 

Mr. Walter B. Barker has started a horse 
farm in Clay county for the breeding of fine 
trotting stock. He has a grand stallion and 
a number of very fine mares. 

Col. J. W. Garth, near Mahew, is an ex- 
tensive breeder of blooded horses and has 
many splendid animals upon his farm. 

Dr. Murdock, of Buena Vista, in Chicka- 
saw county, is noted for the excellence of 
the horses and sheep bred by him. 

The railroads now under construction in 
Mississippi are affording splendid local mar- 
kets for hay and corn, as they employ im- 
mense numbers of horses and mules. 

A .ive stock association has been organ- 
ized in Wilkinson county, and preparations 
are being made for a grand fair at Woodville 
this fall. 

Extensive additions are being made to the 
cotton compress facilities of Natchez. 

The assessment rolls for Jackson county, 
on the south coast of the State, show 10,495 
sheep, against 3,621 in 1880; 4,590 head of 
cattle, against 766 in 1880; 691 horses, 
against 34 im the census year. Jackson 
county is one of our great lumber counties, 
and the immensity of the above increase 
can be better appreciated when we call at- 
tention to the fact that the figures for 1880 
are supposed to include every head of sheep, 
cattle and horses as given in for the census, 
whereas the lists for 1887 as given in to the 
tax assessor comply with the exemption laws 
of the State. These laws exempt to every 
holder 10 head of sheep and hogs, 2 cows 
and their calves, and all colts under 3 years 
old born in the State. A fair estimate based 
upon the assessment rolls would therefose 
give Jackson county this year fully 15,000 
sheep, 10,000 head of cattle and over 1,000 
horses and colts. 

In Southern Mississippi the piney woods 
afford the finest sheep-walks in the world— 
abundance of herbage and water, all the 
shelter the mild climate demands, no burr 
and no disease. South Mississippi sheep 
never cost their owners a cent for food or 
shelter. 

The population of Mississippi, according 
to the census of 1880, was 1,131,597, and of 
this number there were but 9,209 who were 
of foreign birth. The result is that her for- 
eign-born citizens are so thoroughly assimi- 
lated that the Commonwealth may be re- 
garded as solidly American in its make-up 
as well as in its habits, sentiments and in- 
stincts. 





S. H. Berg, of the Averdecn Saw Mills, 
has nearly 3.000 splendid cypress and pine 
saw logs in Town creek awaiting a rise to 
float them into the Tombigbee and down to 
his mills. He has also an immense number 
of stocks en the upper river. 

” Oxtibbeha county dairies and creameries 
are shipping at the rate of about 400 pounds 
of butter a day. It commands the highest 
market prices when brought in competition 
with the choicest Western creamery product. 

A cotton compress and manufacturing 
company was organized at Hazlehurst, in 
Copiah county, last week, with capital of 
$50,000. The compress “plant” was ordered 
at once, so as to be in place by October 1. 
The company also proposes the erection of 
an oil mill at an early day. 

More fruit is probably shipped from Hazle- 
hurst, and truck farming is more extensively 
carried on in that vicinity and elsewhere in 
Copiah county, than in any other locality in 
the Gulf States. 

The Biloxi canning companies doa heavy 
business in packing shrimp, in addition to 
other products of the sea and soil. 

Biloxi, on the south coast of Mississippi, 
boasts three canning establishments. 

The shipments of lumber from Pascagoula 
for the week ending August 5 amounted to 
1,213,170 feet, consigned to Bordeaux, Tus- 
pan, Vera Cruz, New York and Wilmington. 
The shipments for the week were reduced to 
about half the average amount on account 
of there being but one foreign vessel in port. 

Oxford is about to establish a steam 
laundry. 

Crystal Springs, Copiah county, claims 
that the proceeds of truck farming in that 
vicinity will foot up $150,000 this season. 

Dr. J. M. Heard, of West Point, in Clay 
county, is probably the most scientific and 
successful vineyardist in the South, and is 
well known throughout the country among 
gtape-growers and wine-makers, At the 
New Orleans Exposition he exhibited Port 
of his vintage 10 years old that could hardly 
be equalled, His exhibit on that occasion 
in the Mississippi department embraced 13

High Farming in South Caro- 
lina.

BENNETTSVILLE, S. C., July 30, 1887. 

I desire to tell your thousands of readers 
something of the wealth and thrift of this 
section of South Carolina. A ride over the 
smooth roads winding through immense 
fields of cotton and corn growing in green 
luxuriance delights the eye as well as con- 
vinces the judgment that it is the result of 
pluck, good business management end un- 
ceasing work. The thriftlessness and dis-

order attributed to Southern methods when- 
ever there is wanted a set phrase to account 
for any shortcoming are not to be found 
here. I have ridden to-day over a dozen 
farms embracing 3,000 acres in cotton and 
as much in corn, and I have not seen a waste 
acre. Where oats have been grown and 
harvested the ground is already shaded by a 
coverof neas. Around the houses are patches 
of potatoes and neat gardens, The houses 
are simple cottages adapted to the conveni- 
ence of farm life, flanked by out-houses and 
shaded by beautiful water oaks. The stables 
for work stock and cattle are clean. System 
and order rule everything and give a genu- 
ine tone of prosperity and contentment. And 
all this is in a community that was ruined 
and wrecked by war. There has been no 
outside aid given to these people to work 
out this prosperity; they have helped them- 
selves by hard work, a vigorous exclusion of 
rum shops, a fostering care of schools for 
white and black, and a faithful discharge of 
their duties as citizens. 

Now that they have built up a solid pros- 
perity on their agriculture, they are looking 
about, as becomes wise people, for new em- 
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ployments for their rapidly increasing popu- 


lation, and seeking the introduction of means 
of working up into other forms what they 
already have through the bounty of nature 
and as the results of their labor. 

The most natural suggestion is, of course, 
to work up the cotton crop. This county, 
Marlboro, the smallest in the State, produces 
25,000 to 30,000 bales of cotton annually, or 
about 800 pounds of seed cotton per acre, 
the third largest yield per acre given by the 
census, Of this amount 12,000 bales are 
marketed at Bennettsville, the county-town. 
It is of excellent quality. Pursuing the pro- 
ject, a charter has been obtained from the 
State legislature with very liberal provisions 
for the Marlboro Manufacturing Co., and 
subscription books have been opered in Bal- 
timore, Wilmington and Charleston and at 
home. Already $75,000 has been subscribed 
here. Mr. J. F. Everitt, chairman of the 
board of incorporators, is managing the or- 
ganization with much energy and ability, and 
is confident of obtaining a capital stock of 
$200,000. This is an excellent opportunity 
for investment. It would seem to offer ex- 
ceptional opportunities to those desiring to 
undertake such an enterprise. There is an 
abundance of excellent raw material, a popu- 
lation sober and industrious from which to 
draw hands to work in the factory, a climate 
delightful in winter and not oppressive in 
summer, with railway facilities over the Cape 
Fear & Yadkin Valley Railway, only ro miles 
from the Atlantic Coast Line and 6 miles 
from the Pee Dee river, a navigable stream 
many miles above the landing. The fuel 
can be had from the surrounding forests or 
from the Deep River coal fields, about roo 
miles away.

Buffalo Exhaust Disk Wheel. 


This wheel, made by the Buffalo Forge 
Co., of Buffalo, N. Y., is their latest im- 
provement in ventilating wheels for moving 
large volumes of air with the minimum of 
power. In its construction they have ap- 
plied the well-known mechanical principle 
of the inclined plane to the movement of 
air with, they say, most satisfactory results. 
The vanes are curved to an expanding 
pitch, so as to cut under the body of six, 
rather than move it laterally or carry it in a 
fixed body with the wheel. They are 
thus enabled to largely overcome the initial 
resistance or in zrtia of the stationary body 
of air, and to combine increased efficiency 
with great economy of power. The pecu- 
har construction of the vanes tends to 
deflect the air outward, an effect which is 
supplemented by the cone-shaped case, hay- 
ing larger outlet than inlet, where the air is 
“coaxed” to follow an easy curve in one 
direction throughout, thereby aot only 
greatly reducing the friction in its passage 
through the fan, but avoiding entirely all 
eddies or pockets of fixed air. 

“It will be apparent” say the manufac- 
turers, “to the most casual observer, there- 
fore, that we the same advantage 
over the fans heretofore used as the screw 
propeller has over the old side-wheel 
steamer.” .

OCALA, FLA., August 1, 1887. 

Notwithstanding the heated term and dull 
season our little town is moving briskly for- 
ward. A contract for water works, costing 
$70,000, has just been closed. A lot has 
been bought for the erection of a market- 
house, and a brick building costing about 
$7,000 will be at once erected. $5,000 and 
$2,000 respectively are in hand for the erec- 
tion of two public school buildings—one for 
the whites and one for the blacks. 

The Baptists have a fine brick church and 
the Presbyterians have just completed a 
splendid woolen structure. The Methodists 
are talking of devising means for the erec- 
tion of a $10,000 brick edifice. Messrs. 
Taylor & Co., of North Carolina, have 
recently completed sash, door and planing 
mills. Dr. R. D. Thompson, of Denver, 
Col., but more recently of Jackson, Tenn., 
has just completed one two-story brick build- 
ing containing two store-rooms below and 
offices and sleeping-rooms overhead, and 
another brick building containing four ssites 
of rooms for lawyers’ offices. He has two 
more store buildings under contract; has 
just bought two more lots for the erection of 
two more, and is bargaining for two others, 
He, in common with many others, believes 
Ocala is destined to be the metropolis of the 
interior of Florida. Mr. E. W. Agnew, the 
great merchant king, is erecting two more 
brick stores near his other mammoth build- 
ings. Messrs, Jno, F. Dunn & Co., bankers, 
have just purchased a corner lot between the 
Ocalaand Montgomery Hotels forthe erection 
of a fine bank building, for which they paid 
$6,000; work on same will be commenced at 
once. Two machine shops have recently 
been put up—one by Mann Bros, and the 
other by the S. S. O. & G. R. R. Our 10-ton 
ice factory is kept runuing to its full capac- 
ity, notwithstanding the multiplicity of these 
factories throughout the State. Extensive 
lime beds have been discovered and works 
for the manufacture of same have been 
established near town, and Messrs. Agnew 
& Co. will establish other works soon. The 
refuse will be manufactured into fertilizers. 
Several splendid private residences are in 
course of construction, and a finer one in con- 
templation. The great astronomer, Richard 
Anthony Proctor, has located on Orange 
Lake, near here, and is building a cosy win- 
ter home. 

Within four years over a half million dol- 
lars, perhaps nearly a million, have been 
invested in buildings in our town. We have 
three railroads and a fourth under construc- 
tion. The first two are trunk lines, and 
traverse the peninsula from point to point- 
The third, the S. S, O, & G., starts here and 
is pushing on down the peninsula to Point 
Penalis via Burksville, with a spur to the 
rich and beautiful Homosassa, The fourth 
is the Birmingham road, and goes diagonally 
across the State in a direct route to the Ala- 





bama line. Ocala is named in the bill as 
the central point, and work will begin here 
in both directions. The crops are the best 
for a number of years, and 40 bushels of 
corn per acre and upwards is beginning to 
be the rule, and not the exception. Cua 
groves are in splendid condition, and the 
area has been largely increased. The out- 
look is encouraging.

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Birmingham’s Sewerage Sys- 
tem. 





Many of our readers have often 
heard that Birmingoam lacked a 
sewerage system. They know of its 
marvellous prosperity, but they have 
been told that it had no sewerage and 
hence that disease must find a fruit- 
ful field there. We regret to say that 
many Southern papers, apparently 
jealous. of Birmingham’s growth, 
have sought to convey the idea that 
it was an extremely unhealthy place. 
They could not deny its pros- 
perity, but they could claim, even if 
they had no foundation for it, that it 
was unhealthy. The people of Bir- 
mingham appreciate the importance 
of drainage and sewerage, and to 
show what they have already done 
and are doing in that direction, we 
give the following facts, sent to us by a 
leading citizen of that town, which, 
we doubt not, will surprise those who 
imagine that Birmingham has no 


sewerage system. 

There are in use two general systems of 
sewerage, commonly known as the combined 
and the separate. By the former the sewage 
or house drainage is admitted directly into 
the storm sewers, which are required to be 
made large enough to carry both storm water 
and sewage. Being made too large for the 
latter alone, they usually retain its accumu- 
lations from one shower to the next. Poi- 
sonous gasses are thus generated and the 
sewer itself becomes a prolific source of dan- 
ger. This system happily is becoming obso- 
lete in most progressive communities. 

The other plan, which is the one in use in 
Birmingham, provides separate systems of 
pipes for storm water and for sewage. For 
the latter glazed clay or terra cotta pipes are 
used just large enough to conveniently carry 
off the sewage or house drainage. These 
are called sanitary sewers. 

At the head or upper end of each line of 
pipes is placed an automatic flush tank which 
is supplied from the water works and which 
discharges its contents, usually several bar- 
rels, into the sewer periodically, the interval 
being regulated by proper appliances, thus 
washing the sewer clean and carrying away 
its contents before they can have time to 
become harmful. In addition, each building 
with which connection is made is required to 
be provided with a vent pipe extending 
above the roof through which the gasses are 
conveyed beyond the reach of danger from 
them. 

To Col. Geo, E.Waring, Jr., the celebrated 
sanitary engineer, is usually attributed the 
credit of introducing this system in this 
country. He put it into operation in Mem- 
phis a few years ago, and to it she owes 
much of her present prosperity. 

Birmingham is, I believe, the only other 
Southern city which is provided with this 
system of sewerage, and it will surprise 
many, even of our own citizens, to know that 
Col. Waring himself inaugurated it here ; yet 
it is true. He was employed by the city 
authorities and came with his own engineers 
and made the plan, and under their super- 
vision the first few miles were laid. There 
are now in use 14 miles of these sewers, 
which reach nearly all portions of the city, 
and deliver the sewage two miles below the 
corporate limit into a creek of considerable 
size, quite sufficient to carry it on to the 
Warrior river. The authorities are extend- 
ing the pipes, and it is hoped that before 
another year the entire city will be properly 
cared for. 

It may be proper to add that the city 
ordinances make it compulsory upon the 
citizens to make connections with and use 
the sanitary sewers as soon as the pipes are 
extended to the fronts of their premises. 


Having made provision for the sanitary 
sewers, the city is now turning attention to 
its storm sewers. Hitherto the storm water 
has been permitted to flow along in open 
ditches, into which many of the misguided 
public have supposed the house drainage 
also was discharged, and on this account, 
partly though ignorance and greatly from 
malice and prejudice, many false and damag- 
ing statements have been circulated. With 
much gusto and delight have some of our 
less prosperous village editors exerted them- 
selves in this direction. 

These storm sewers are now being bricked. 
Already contracts are let which, includ- 
ing work completed, will aggregate nearly 
or quite $100,000, 





Foreign Trade of ‘the United 
States for Twelve Months. 





The report of the Bureau of 
Statistics for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1887, just issued, presents 
some interesting facts as to the 
foreign trade of the Unlted States. 

Of non-dutiable merchandise the 
imports for the year were valued at 
$234,169,017, against $212,159,296 
for the preceding year. The imports 
of the leading non-dutiable articles 
for the two years compare as fol-

The increase as these figures show 
was quite general all along the line, 
the heaviest gain, however, being in 
coffee, for which we paid nearly 
$14,000,000 more during the year 
ended June 30, 1887, than for the 
preceding year, notwithstanding the 
fact that we bought 38,500,000 Ibs. 
less, the imports for the past year 
having been 526,109,170 Ibs., against 
564,707,533 for the year before. in 
chemicals and drugs there was an in- 
crease of $2,300,000 ; fruits and nuts 
$800,000; India rubber $1,800,000 ; 
raw silk $1,400,000 ; spices $500,000, 
and tin $1,100,000.

The total value of the dutiable 
merchandise imported was $458,084,- 
333, against $423,276,840 for the pre- 
ceding year. Thelargest gain was in 
iron and steel, $12,000,000. Of iron 
ore we imported 1,141,774 tons, an 
increase of 440,000 tons over the year 
ended June 30, 1886. Of foreign pig 
iron we purchased 418,819 tons, an 





increase of 157,000 tons or about. 





The magnitude of the imports of pig 
iron will be better understood when 
we say that they were only 27,000 
tons less than the entire production 
of all Southern furnaces during the 
first six months of this year. Of 
steel and iron rails we imported 77,- 
026 tons, against 10,476 for the year 
before. Of hoops and bands, &c., of 
steel, the imports were 35,188,856 
Ibs., a gain of 28,000,000 Ibs. Of 
ingots, blooms, slabs, &c., of steel, 
639,378,399 tbs., against 144,276,768 
Ibs..—an enormous gain of 495,000, 

000 Ibs. The imports of cotton goods 
of all kinds were $28,940,341, against 
$29,709,266; and of manufactured 
silk $31,347,916, against $27,957,939. 
The heaviest imports were, of course, 
sugar and molasses, which were 
valued for the past year at $74,519,- 
607, a decrease of $2,700,000, despite 
the immense increase in quantity of 
420,000,000 Ibs. As coffee increased 
enormously in value, sugar decreased. 
We imported last year 2,918,104,212 
Ibs. of sugar, or enough to give every 
man, woman and child in the United 
States 48 Ibs. each, or an average of 
nearly one pound a week for every 
inhabitant, estimating our population 
at about 60,000,000. 

Of the entire imports, dutiable and 
non-dutiable, amounting to $692,- 
253,350, only $121,000,000 worth was 
brought in American vessels.

The Hot Springs Mining Exchange has 
been organized, and has fitted up a large 
and spacious building with stalls, offices, 
etc. Companies are being listed each day 
and a great deal of interest is manifested in 
the mines which are now being developed 
and putting up machinery with all speed. 
The Lost Louisiana Co. have been running 
their 10-stamp mill for two weeks and get- 
ting results which far exceed their expecta- 
tions. The exact result will be given out 
shortly, when it is ascertained what plates 
and screens are best adapted to the new 
kind of ore, called Golden Wonder, now be- 
ing milled. This ore is found in vast quan- 
tities, practically inexhaustible.

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Protection Arguments by a 
Free Trade Advocate. 





We have been favored with a report 
of the address delivered by Hon. A. 
P. Butler, Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture of South Carolina, at the open- 
ing of the Grange Encampment and 
Farmers’ Institute at Mount Holly, 
North Carolina, last Tuesday. The 
distinguished gentleman said many 
good things tersely and well, but 
marred his address by some rather 
surprising incongruities. His theme 
was “the cause of general failure on 
the part of the farmers of South and 
North Carolina to make farming a 
profitable and pleasant occupation.” 

The speaker held that there were 
many causes operating unfavorably to 
the farmers of the two States, that 
taken together are “binding them as 
securely as the Lilliputians bound 
Gulliver.” These he divided into 
two classes—those for which the 
farmers themselves are responsible ; 
the other, those that can be removed 
by applying the proper remedies. 
Among the first class are that exclu- 
siveness which is a bar to progress 
and retards the introduction of for- 
eign capital and immigration; the one 
crop system, which impoverishes the 
land and operates against the cultiva- 
tion of the smaller and more profit- 
able crops; careless cultivation by 
by both owners and tenants, espe- 
cially the last; finally, a lack of knowl- 
edge of business methods, which 
practically places the farmer at the 
mercy of the factors, merchants and 
lawyers. One of the evil effects of 
the one-crop system is the exporta- 
tion of the money realized from 
its sale “for the purchase of 
articles of necessity that should 
have been purchased at home, 
and which, if done, would have left 
the profits within our own borders.” 
This is a fair statement of one of the 
germ ideas of tariff protection, but the 
distinguished commissioner apparent- 
ly does not know it, for in enumera- 
ting the evils, for which Carolina 
farmers are only indirectly responsi- 
ble he said: “The greatest of these 
is the iniquitous tax on foreign im- 
ports, otherwise known as the tariff. 
* * The tariff can only be com- 
pared in its effects upon the manufac- 
turers and farmers to the old Indian 
and white man story of the turkey 
and the buzzard—it is turkey always 
to the manufacturer and buzzard to 
the farmer.” But this was the only 
incongruity in this address. After 
reciting other evils, and making many 
excellent suggestions, Commissioner 
Butler said: “The importance to 
agriculture of the development of 
manufacturing enterprises, and how 
farm values are increased thereby, is 
clearly proven in a recent report of 
Mr. J."R. Dodge, the statistician 
of the National Department of Agri- 
culture. The writer undertakes to 
prove that ‘values in agriculture are 
enhanced by increase of a non-agri- 


number of persons engaged in agri- 
cultural pursuits decreases. He 
divides the States of the Union into 
four classes, and shows that in those 
of the first class 18 per cent. 
of the population is made up of actual 
workers, and the lands are valued at 
$38.65, while in the fourth class, (to 
which North and South Carolina 
belong) the agricultural workers con- 
stitute 77 per cent. of the population, 
and the lands are only valued at $5.18 
per acre. In the States of the first 
class the farmer’s income is $457 per 
acre; in the class to which we belong 
his income is $160 per acre, showing 
that the farmer’s income is highest 
where farmers are fewest. Mr. Dodge 
very properly observes that these 
statements illustrate the operation of 
a law in industrial economy by which 
the value of farm lands depend more 
upon the proper distribution of pro- 
ductive labor in industries than upon 
the fertility of the soil. In support 
of this statement we know that the 
States contained in the fourth class (as 
arranged by Mr. Dodge), Georgia, 
North and South Carolina, Alabama, 
Arkansas and Mississippi, embrace 
some of the most fertile lands in the 
world, proving conclusively that farm 
values and farmers’ incomes are not 
in proportion to the natural produc- 
tiveness of the soil. It is our duty 
then, if we desire material progress, 
to increase the number of persons 
engaged in other pursuits besides 
agriculture by building factories of 
every description that will give them 
employment and the farmers a home 
market.” The speaker referred to 
the revelation of the resources of the 
South made at the New Orleans Ex- 
position and to the unparalleled in- 
dustrial activity it aroused, and said: 
“But this development cannot con- 
tinue without having its beneficial 
effects upon the farming interest. It 
is bringing us the factories and rail- 
roads that will in a short while afford 
us the market facilities that we have 
so long needed, and I think it safe to 
predict a great agricultural revival in 
a few years.” 

In the foregoing we have an unusu- 
ally excellent illustration of the incon- 
sistency of free trade advocates. An 
intelligent and patriotic gentleman, 
deeply interested in the progress of 
his State, and occupying one of the 
most important offices in the gift of 
its people, begins and concludes an 
address to an assemblage of farmers 
with a plea for a diversity of indus- 
tries in order that a home market 
may be made for their agricultural 
products, while at the same time he 
denounces protection, without which 
the accomplishment of his wishes 
would be an impossibility, as “the 
iniquitous tax on foreign imports, 
otherwise known as the tariff.” We 
do not care to comment further be- 
yond saying that every address as 
replete with truth as that of Commis- 
sioner Butler will sow the seeds of 
sound protection ideas that will ger- 





cultural population ;’ that is, that farm 
values increase as the proportionate

Our foundries, mills and brick.makers are 
all far behind with their orders. The 
Ketchum Iron Co., which but » year ago 
employed only 25 men, now have 125 work- 
ing night and day, and are crowding their 
capacity to its utmost limit. 

The contract for the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad, south from this place 50 miles, 
will be let this week. Work on the Gould 
bridge will begin in a few days. Fourteen 
miles of street railway are now being built. 
Forty-five miles of stone and concrete pave- 
ment are being laid, and by city ordinance 
must be completed by October 1. The city 
is preparing to build a system of sewerage, 
and will shortly advertise for bids A promi- 
nent citizen, Dr. J. H. T. Main, has donated 
to the city $10,000 for a free hospital build- 
ing. The estate of the late B Baer have 
given a similar sum for a new Masonic 
Temple. The electric light company have 
lately added an incandescent plant, which is 
rapidly supplanting the old gas lights. Our 
ice factory has been compelled to order 
another machine with a daily capacity of 15 
tons, and are now compelled to ship in lake 
ice. being unable to supply the demand. 

The canning company lately organized are 
rushed with orders. Our coal fields are ship- 
ping coal by the hundred cars daily, and in 
fact every industry is unusually active, and, 
notwi:hstanding the summer's heat, our city 
is“*booming.” We need more manufactories, 
and our citizens will give substantial en- 
couragement to all that may come. A cot- 
ton mill could do well here, as we are in the 
center of an immense cotton belt, with 
cheap fuel and excellent transportation 
facilities.

Literary Notes. 





There have been few such successes in lit- 
erature within the past decade as that of the 
story, “A Tragic Mystery,” written by Julian 
Hawthorne from material furnished him by 
the diaries of Inspector Byrnes, of New York, 
and published by Cassell & Co. The book 
has now been on the market little less than 
a month and yet a fourth edition is already 
in press, and the book is likely to run on 
into an unlimited number of editions, as 
there seems to be an inexhaustive craving on 
the part of the reading public for this par- 
ticular story. The critics are as one voice in 
their praise of the book and place it above 
any detective story that has ever been writ- 
ten. Gaborieu himself they declare has 
never done anything half so exciting, and 
the charm of the Hawthorne-Byrnes stories 
is their truth. Truth is stranger than fiction, 
and the fiction of the Frenchman pales by 
the light of the American’s truth. “A 
Tragic Mystery” was the first in a series 
from the detective chief’s diary and the nov- 
elist’s pen; the second, “The Great Bank 
Robbery,” will be published about Aagust 
15, and will be closely followed by a thrill- 
ling account of a famous forgery, under the 
title, “An American Penman.” Others will 
follow as rapidly as possible.

HARDWARE. 

As reported in our last issue, there are no 
changes of any importance in the condition 
of the hardware market. Large orders are 
being placed by Southern buyers, both for 
immediate and future shipment, and, judg- 
ing from their buoyancy and the good 
reports of the crops, a large and prosperous 
trade may be predicted. The new price on 
wire nails is being adhered to, and a little 
stiffening in the price of Eagle carriage 
bolts may be noted.
